a billion dollars of expenditures were 
authorized by the last Congress in 
addition to thjp Amounts shown in the 
usual compiled statements of appro- 
priations.

The relation between the current 


receipts and current expenditures of 
the Government during the present 
fiscal year, as well as during the last 
half of the fiscal year, has been dis- 
turbed by the extraordinary burdens 
thrown upon the Treasury by the

private control. Over $600,000,000 has 
already been paid to the 'railroads 
under this act, $350,000,000 during the 
present fiscal year; and it is estimat- 
ed that further payments, aggregat- 
ing possibly $650,000,000, most still be 
made to the railroads during the cur- 
rent year. It is obvious that these 
large payments have already serious- 
ly limited the Government's progress 
in retiring the floating debt.

money thus loaned should be under 
the supervision of a commission, or 
at least a Commissioner, from the 
United States, in order that revolu-< 
tionarv tendencies within Armenia 
itself might not be afforded by the 
loan a further tempting opportunity. 


Allow me to call your attention to 


the fact that the people of the Philip-" 
pine Islands have succeded in main- 
taining a stable Government since 
the last action of the-Congress in 
their behalf, and have thus fulfilled 
the condition, set by the Congress, as 
precedent to a consideration 
of 


granting independence to the islands. 
I respectfullv submit that this condi- 
tion precedent having been fulfilled, 
it is now our liberty and our duty to 
keep our promise to the people of 
those islands by granting them the 
independence which they so honor- 
ably covet- 
I have not so much laid before you 


a series of recommendations, gentle- 
men, 
as sought to utter a confession 


of faith, of the faith in which I was, 
bred and which it is my solemn pur-j 
pose to stand by until my last fight- j 
ing day. 
' 
I believe this to be the faith of 


America, the faith of the future and 
of all the victories which await na-, 
tional action in the days to come, 
whether in America or elsewhere.
